region. We de-this for the gen- 
eral good, that a greater number 
may be accommodated and that 
markets may be made for products 
of the interier, toe far away to be 
hauled by teams.” In return the 
company, in effect, covenants as 
follows: “To carry passengers 
and freight at the lowest price on 
which a fair profit may be 
realized, and not to discriminate 
against either individuals or places, 
and moreover, inasmuch as mortals 
are selfish, and as the road is a 
thing which draws tribute from 
every person and every class of 
persons, we acknowledge the au- 
thority of the power which gives 
us this charter to hold a perpetual 
check upon us to see that Wa 
fulfill our covenants.” The ex- 
istence of a railroad, says the Salt 
Lake Tribune, depends upon the 
help of the State. Without it, any 
man owning land over which a 
company desired to build a road, 


ceuld permanently defeat its pur- | gu 


pose, It is the creature of the 
State, and is not only dependent 
upon it for life, but subject to its 
control. On Mr. Huntington’s 
idea, no road could ever be built, 
and, if built, could never be hon- 
estly conducted. A road can never 
shake off either its independence 
upon or ebligations to a State.

*nitely given out that it is his inten- 
tion to use the money in the Treas- 
ury in excess of the requirements 
of the Government to extinguish 
the interest-bearing; indebtedness.

The agents of the Clyde Line steamer 
inaw also denied that the wreck 
belonged to their vessel. A possible 
clew to the shipwreck was furnished 
by two incoming vessels this morning. 
Tbe Atlas Line steamer Athos, from 
Port Limon, which arrived early to 
day, reports having passed last Satur- 
day at noon a white painted steamer, 
disabled and bound south, showing

ors. 

The brig Lockart, which also got in 
this morning from San Domingo, * 
more definite reports of the ship 
distress. The Lockart’s Captain said 
that on March 19th, in latitude 36° 450 
north and longitude 73° 0‘ 5 west, he 
spoke the British steamer Yomandell 
in a disabled state. The Yomandell 
had a heavy list to starboard, her 
decks were on a line with the water, 
her machinery was disabled and her 
sails blown away. The disabled ves- 
sel displayed a series of signals indi- 
cating distress, and hoisted a request 
to have her condition tel to 
the English Lloyds. The Yomandell 
left New Orleans for Rouen, France, 
on March 3d. 

On the Maritime Exchange to-day 
it was thought probable the vessel had 
gone down, and that the raft and 
driftwood passed by the Colorado on 
Saturday was all that was left to tell 
the story of her destruction. 

From the descriptions of the wreck- 
age it is believed the lost vessel is the 
nboat Con erva, which had so 
much trouble in getting away from 
this port because she was suspected of 
being intended for the Haytian ineur- 
gents. ES 

Authentic News from Samoa. 

Wasuineton, March 25.— Captain 
Schoonmaker, commanding the Van- 
dalia, reports to the Navy Department, 
under date of February 23d, the ar- 
rival of the Vandalia, under his com- 
mand, at Apia, Samoa, the day pre- 
vious.

German Penal Laws. 

Berun, March 25.—The new penal 
code provides that persons found guilty 
of inciting one class against another, 
or publicly attacking the bases of 

blic and social order, especially re- 
igions, monarchy, marriage or prop- 
erty, shall be imprisoned for a term 
not exceeding three years.
